A general meeting of the teachers of 


tlic city was held at the Central school 
Lmilding litst evening. At these meet* 
tigs, held every two weeks, a very pnu1- 
ical meLltod is pursued. Topics having 
been stifigested eomo weeks ahead by 
Mr. lleaton, eaeli teacher pursues a line 
of investigation on his own account and 
is enabled to make u report drawn from 
liis 
uwn acliml experience. In the 


every day school work application may 
be made'of those principles and idea's 
that are promulgated at institutes and 
the results are analyzed and compared. 


Tho question at the last meeting re- 


lated to honesty—whether the public 
school was adapted to its cultivation, 
whether dishonesty was natural or ac- 
quired. Also the causes that lead to 
the practice of lying and filching in ex- 
amination. 
And, lastly, the most im- 


portant point, namely, the prevention 
of the "evil." 


Children must be made to realize- that 


such practices are dishonest before any 
adequate remedy can be applied. This 
must be the primary aim of the teacher 
—to show to the pupil the actual in- 
iquity of liis conduct. In order to ren- 
der school work more effectual, the in- 
terest of the parents must be enlisted; 
it is in truth indispensable. 
With this 


end in view invitations are to be sent to 
parents inviting them to visit the schools 
and appointing a day for their coining. 


The present agitation in San Francisco 


with regard to cigarette smoking has 
reached Fresno and lias stirred the 
teachers of the city to renewed effort in 
this direction. The movement against 
cigarette smoking lias been pushed lo a. 
considerable extent here during the last 
three or four years and a great deal has 
been accomplished in a quiet way. It 
is unnecessary to descant upon the evils 
of the habit among pupils of the average 
school age. 


Teachers, by reason of their close ac- 


quaintance with 
and observation uf 


pupils under their charge, are in a posi- 
tion to realize more fully than any other 
class, probably, the pernicious effect^ of 
the habit. They are determined to t:ike 
d<K'i«ive:irtion "in (he mutter and will 
ask the city council at its next meeting 
to insist on tho enforcement of the laws 
wilh regard to cigarette smoking and tho 
celling of tobacco to boys of a lender age.
